(2) does not, by September 1, 2021, make
publicly available:

(A) the date on which the head of the agen-
cy plans to complete the plan described in
paragraph (1); and

(B) the percentage of employees of the
agency that will report to a physical loca-
tion of the agency under the plan described
in paragraph (1).

tion means any provision of a bill, joint reso-
lution, motion, amendment, amendment be-
tween the Houses, or conference report, that
would—

(1) authorize or appropriate Federal funds
without prohibiting such funds, and funds in
any trust fund into which such funds are au-
thorized or appropriated by Federal law,
from being expended for any abortion or for
any health benefits coverage that includes
coverage of abortion;

(2) cause an increase in outlays or reduc-
tion in revenues attributable to any credit
allowed under the internal revenue laws with
respect to, coverage under a qualified health
plan offered through an Exchange estab-
lished pursuant to title I of the Patient Pro-
tection and Affordable Care Act, (Public Law
111-148) continuation coverage, or any other
coverage, without excluding, for purposes of
such credit, any coverage that includes cov-
erage of abortion; or

(3) provide for the establishment of any
public health insurance option administered
by the Federal government or a State or
local government without excluding cov-
erage of abortion under such public option.

(d) EXCEPTION.—Subsection (a) shall not
apply with respect to funding for an abor-
tion—

(1) if the pregnancy is the result of an act
of rape or incest; or

(2) in the case where a woman suffers from
a physical disorder, physical injury, or phys-
ical illness, including a life-endangering
physical condition caused by or arising from
the pregnancy itself, that would, as certified
by a physician, place the woman in danger of
death unless an abortion is performed.
